ONLY TWO WOMEN CANDIDATES RETURNED. 


(Reutes’s Service.) 


. London, November 17. 

A feature of the elections was the most expected pro Labour 
tandslide in Scotland. This was not confined tothe industrial dis- 
tricts but spresd from Glasgow allover the Lowlands and is regarded 
as a triumph for organisstion and the result of a most intwasive 

. political campaign. 

There are still eight Scottish results to ba declared, but at 
present 23 Labourites have been raturned, in addition to one In- 
dependent Prohibition Labour and one Communist. 

2 Labour success isempha-ised by the fact that it was achiev- 
ed in tbe face of an alliance between the Unionists and National 
Liberals; they won sests from all the other parties. 


. The failure of the Conservatives in Scotland is extraordinary, | 
\ their solitary gain being at Perth, where the pact was non-existent. 


The strength. of the Labour Opposition will be considerably in- 
creased by the election of ex-Radical intellectuals sueh as Mr. 
Arthur Ponsonby, Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, Mr. H: B. Leas Smith 
and a'so Mr. Patrick Hastings, K.C., and-S{r. Hemmerde, K.C., bur 
jt fs significant that the Party also includes the Revolutioaary 
Socialisis, Mr Shinwell and Mr. David Kirk soo¢, tho latter having 
beon departed fram the Clyde during the war.

It is noteworthy that London is still a Conservative stronghold, 
returning 43 Conservatives out of 64. 

The English Counties yielded the new Government 152 sup- 
porters and the English County Boroughs ILI. 

The Scottish Counties only returned five Conservatives and the 
Scottish Burghs eight. . 

The women M.P.’s remain restticted to two out of over thirty 
candidates. It is pointed our, however, that the women candidates 
polled much heavier than in 1918 two obtaining over 14,000 and a 
number of others 8,000 and 9,0u0. 

The result of the election has pleased the Stock Exchange, 
jodging by the general rise in quotations. I: is expected that more 
settled conditions will lead to an increased demand. The favourable 
impression created abroad is reflected ina b-tter sectiment on for- 
eign exchanges, French francs being’63.59, Belgian 67.75, Ltalian 
liras 9514, and sterling on New York 44354 whilst Geinan marks’ 
‘have improved to 29,000.

The stables have always been 
situsted under the stands, and the 
only way to obviate this would be 
to put themonthe roof, The ponies 
do not live there? but are. only 
there for the races, which could 
not be beld in their absence. 

(2) —Why te it necessary to give 
up spice’ toa paddock F 

Because the jockeys cannot 
rrount in the stables, with safety. 
The ground now used for the 
paddock has nerer been of any 
use Lefore, es it was not occupied 
in any way. 

(3)+The road will be congested 
with troffie. - 

“Qoe way "traffic will be in- 
stituted shortly when the trams 
run right round the valley, enter- 
ing at the ea-tern end so that 
they arrive at the public enclosure 
first 

GY— Why ts the  pari-mutuel 
moved ? 

Because complaints have been 
frequently made of the congestion 
that occurred in the old situation. 
The ground available is long, 
and no extension laterally is pos- 
sible. The only way to avoid 
reongestion ig to spread the crowd 
out, which has been done by 
making two separate pari- 
moutoels, — . 

If both ware availsble to all it 
is obvious that the one under the 
erand stand would be crowded, 
the congestion being greater than 
ever, 

It is pecessary therefore ta 
divide the patrons, and this can 
most easily be done by distio- 
guishing between members and 
non-members, as is done on most

Sometimes we think it hardly 
fair that the devil has obviously 
forgotten them, 

“These are, I suppose, the 
Souls’ of whom 
William James speaks. They 
cauld not say thet in a certain 
year they were converted. Other 
charactors are faultless and seem 
to develop normally, and we c2n- 
oot say of them that any one 
time they stood st the cross roads. 

“There sre’ these also who 
may think they sre on the right 
road, but others can sae that they 
have left an account open with 
the wor'd, the Jesh and the davil. 
We. are glad we heve not to 
jadge them. (Laughter.} 

SUDDEN CONVERSIONS. 

“FTdoubt very much whather 
sudden conversion is a normal 
experience at all. I believe that 
sudden conversion is very rare in 
our Church. ‘ 

“Our propte do not expect to 
experience apy dramatic crises. 
American books on the psy- 
chology of religion grestly exag- 
gerata the importance aad 
frequency of sudden conversion 
during adolescence. . 

“Wei must not forget that 
there isa dark side to conver- 
sions. -Beliefin conversion as it 
is frequently taught, is a Janger- 
ous thing. _The beart.of man is 
terribly deceitful.” 

Dean Inge contended thatina 
case whera a conversion was sud- 


iden it usually consisted in giving 


up abad babit. “fost of the con- 
versions of the Salvation Army 
he declared, were the reclams- 
tions of drunkards, who resolved 
then and there never to touch 
another drop, and often kept 
their resolution. 

“The subject was conscious of 
ughappiness rather than of guilt, 
and'what drew him on was the 
vision of 8 better aod purer life 
bow seen to be within his reach. 

Ho protested against the rather 
dangerous doctrine that wa ought 
to let ourselves go, not vvilling or 
striving, but leaving the door 
open for the grace of God to enter 
in. . 

When a man turned to God, 
and conversion meant, of course, 
jast turoing, it was because God 
had, shown: him something in- 
finitely more lovable and desirale 
tban the world, the flesh, and the 
devil had to offer him. 

This change, or choice, might 
coms with apparent suddenness, 
crit migbt increase in us. We 
knew not how, bat the choice 
came to us all, and had to ba 
made simply and with all humil- 
ity. : .

The Bishop of Chelmsford said 
be would have deemed bis life 
wasted if he hed belonged to a 
Ministry which did not produce 
conversion to God. 

The Dean practically inferrad 
that in the Church of England 
they did cot preach that kind of 
conversion. If that was so, alas 
for the Church of England. 


The Archbishop of York said 
the whole basiness of the Church 
Was fo convert, 

“JT think.” he-continged, “that 
we should dismiss from our minds 
any dixposition todiscuss whether 
or mot those who have had a 
sudden conversion haveahadsome 
thing of which they ouzht ta be 
doub‘ful or ashamed, a ¢ those 
who bava not had a sudden con- 
version ougbt to think there has 
been something lacking io their 
spiritual life. ° . 

“Every conversion is simply a 
patsage from the natural to the 
spiritual life. The. method, the 
time, the way of’conversion must 
be infinitely varied, and they are 
doing a great disservice to their 
fellow-men who would” arek to 
impose any particular. time, 
method or way in which that 
essential movement of the whule 
spirit cpwards towards God is 
achieved. . 

“fam afraid that many of the 
clergy allow the spiritual sense 
of theie ministry to become go 
low-levelled and cold that we 
have almost ceased to expect the 
possibility of this kind of con- 
version.” :

THE RISE OF LABOUR. 


One of the outstanding features 
of the General Ele ction has beer 
the number of seats captured by 
the "Labourites. After the rout 
of Labour at the municipal elec- 
tions, the development is surpris- 
ing also. It was in 1906 that the 
Labour Party first became re- 
presented in the Hous of Com- 
mons, 54 cacdidates being retarn- 
ed—-in_the -Generat—Election of 
that year. When the next con- 
sultation of the electors came in 
January of 1910, Labour only 
secured a round 40 seats, but two 
more were added at the election 
which took place in Dacember of 
the ssme year. By the time the 
1918 Election came rouod, the 
Labaurites aucceeded in retura- 
ing 74 members, of whom éloven 
ranor the Coalition tic vet. That 
was just four. yoars ago;..to-day 
Labour appears in the House 
with no fewer than. 14k seste 
thus almost doubling its strength. 


The figures cited are sjgnitfic- 
ant. They might suzgest, at a 
superficial glance, that the Jay 
cannot be far distant when we 
shall heve a Labour Government. 
Bat we scarcely think that the 
returos warrant that conclusion 
when we take into account 
the peculiarities of the present 
tcontests. Neither Conservatives 
nor, ‘Liberals wagreed 
themselves, the former being 
split into “Die Hards" and 
Coalitiovists, and the latter into 
Lloyd Georgeites and “ Wee 
Frees.” “In the circumstances, 
Labour, as the only relatively 
united party, could scarcely help 
polling heavily. In any case, it 
may be taken for granted that 
Conservatives, Liberals and 
National Liberals are all opposed 
to the main Labour. principles, 
and if we total the votes gained 
by these (free groups we sball 
find the aggregate against the 
Labourites to be a big one. 
Another factor which aided the 
Labour Party was the fact that 
there was nothing’ olesr-cut 
about the programmes of the 
other groups. There is, there- 
fore, nothing to be alarmed about 
in the Labeur victories..
